CST) be- 
fore the subcommittee of a group 
of educational leaders who helped 
develop the new military training 
proposal.

Thumbs Down on Compulsion 


The American Medical Association recently invited an 


expression of opinion on the issue of compulsory government 


> health insurance. Over 65.000 businesses, organizations and 
*. Individuals bought space in their local newspapers or time 
• on radio stations to express their conviction that we must 


maintain the freedom of all our businesses, trades, and pro- 
fessions if, in the long run, we are to maintain the freedom 
of any of them. In this way a cross-section of the American 
people gave a tremendous demonstration of their confidence 
' in the medical profession's ability to meet the health require- 
ments of the nation without the creation of a political medi- 
cal monopoly. 


Public issues can be determined by private citizens when 


they take the trouble to speak out boldly. When in an effort 
to avoid local responsibility we turn our problems over to a 
central authority for solution, the danger to the structure 
of representative government cannot be overestimated. 


Problems which now confront the medical profession 


cannot be solved by the federal government through the use 
of compulsion. In order to equalize the availability of medi- 
cal care we must never resort to telling a doctor where he 
may live and practice, or telling the patient who he must call 
on for medical attention. In plain English, the people do not 
want compulsory socialized medicine in the United States. 
No one wants to trade freedom of choice and action for free- 
dom from responsibility. 


1951 Meat Supply 


We Americans need not worry about the future meat 


supply. It was recently estimated that meat production this 
year will provide the average person with four pounds more 
than he consumed in 1950-7-149 pounds as compared with 
145—and 10 pounds more than the level of consumption prior 
to World War n. This estimate took into account an increase 
in military requirements and a rise in the population. If, as 
seems probable now, military demands for meat are higher 
than the estimate, the civilian population will still be cared 
for adequately. 


Meat—like all other enterprises which depend upon nat- 


ural forces—is a complex and varied business. 
Marketings 


vary widely from season to season, due to climactic and other 
influences on livestock production programs. As a general 
rule, peak marketings are reached in the fall and winter, and 
the supply becomes relatively short in spring and summer, 
This traditional pattern is expected to occur as usual in 1951. 
Per capita meat supplies by quarter will run about as fol- 
lows: first quarter, 38.1 pounds; second quarter, 36.3 
pounds; third quarter, 35.5 pounds, and fourth quarter, 89.1 
pounds. 


The fact that livestock and meat production are on the 


increase speaks well for the vigor of the meat industry and 
all who are involved'in it—producer, packer and distributor. 
Moreover, the increase in supply can be further stepped up if 
the needs of our growing population and our armed forces 
require it Meat is one of the great and essential industries 
which have flourished in our free, competitive market, and 
it is making its full contribution to our health and welfare.

Penalty Cards Are Meldable

"My partner," writes a St Louis 


lorrespondent, "needs a count of 
90 and melds three deuces and 
our fours. This is insufficient, 
ince it adds up to only 80 points. 
"He is obliged to discard the 
ards he has put down, and dis- 
ards one of the fours at his first 
urn. At his next two turns, he 
discards two more fours. This 
eaves him with one four and three 
deuces still on the table. In the 
meantime he has picked up two 
acks and two nines and has them 
in his hand. 


"Now 
he puts down the jacks 


and the nines with the three pen- 
alty deuces on the table, putting 
two deuces With the jacks and one 
leuce with the nines. He wants to 
-all this an initial meld and ex- 
pects to discard his hist four to 
end the penalty. 


"The opponents say he cannot 


alter the way those wild cards 
were melded. They say that the 
deuces were melded with, fours 
and that they have to stay with 
'ours or be discarded as a penalty. 
Who is right?" 


The meld was correct, and the 


opponents were wrong. The point 
is that the deuces were not melded 
at all. If a meld is illegal, it isn't 
a meld. The deuces and the fours 
happen to be down on the table to- 
gether as penalty cards, but they 
lo not form a meld. Those deuces 
;an be used later on in any meld 
that really is a meld. 


Whenever you have penalty 


cards on the table, you may use 
them to make correct melds—ex- 
actly as though they were in your 
land. For example, you may com- 
bine some or all of those penalty 
cards with cards that are still in 
your hand. Or you may use penalty 
cards (with or without the addi- 
ion of cards from your hand) to 
ake the discard pile. The only dif- 
erence between penalty cards and 
:ards that are still in your hand is 
that you must discard a penalty 
card at each turn. 


The penalty ends when you have 


melded or discarded all of those 
tenalty cards. As soon as you can 
use a penalty card in a proper 
meld it ceases to be a penalty card. 
• • • 


Q—I played in a Canasta tour- 


nament the other night and some- 
body said that I couldn't pick up 
the previous- dicard if it happened 
.o match my closed canasta. For 
example, I had a canasta of jacks. 
[Tie player at my right discarded a 
ack. He said I couldn't pick it 
up. Is this a new rule? 


A—No. It isn't a new rule, and 


It Isn't an old rule. It isn't a rule 
at all. A few little groups follow 
this as a. sort of local understand- 
ing. There's even one book out 
that gives it as the proper way to 
play. However, the official rule is 
that yon can take a discard that 
matches your closed canasta. If 
you have a canasta of jacks and 
the player at your right throws » 
jack, you can take the jack and 
add it to your canasta. You also 
can take the rest of the discard 
pile.

Q—Are you allowed to discard 


a card that you can add to a meld? 
For example, you have a meld of 
three kings on the table. Are you 
then allowed to discard a king 
from your hand? 


A—Yes. You are allowed to dis- 


card a king in this situation. You 
can never discard a card that yon 
have already melded. If a card Is 
merely meldabJe but aot yet add- 


, you are allowed' to discard It.

19 Communicable 
Diseases Shown 
To Be on Decline 


Springfield, HI.. Jan. 17—(AP) 


—Nineteen of the 29 major com- 
municable diseases reported to the 
state public health department de- 
clined last year from the 1948 to- 
tals. 


Seven diseases including meas- 


les were more prevalent. Three 
diseases showed no change, direc- 
tor Dr. Roland R. Cross said. 


Measles showed the greatest in- 


crease. 
There were 18,528 cases 


last year compared to 5,820 in 
1949. 
Dr. Cross said this rise 


agreed with the disease's pattern 
of alternate rises and falls every 
other year. 


Slight increases in influenza, 


diphtheria and meningitis were al- 
so reported. 


Diseases on the decline in 1950 


included scarlet fever, down from 
3,991 cases in 1949 to 2,112, and 
polio, down from 2,910 to 1,928. 


Mumps cases were reported 


down by 1,300 and chicken pox 
case reports fell by 3,665. 


Typhoid fever dropped to a new 


low of 69 cases compared to 101 
in 1949.

was revealed to me in my gallivanting youth in the mid-and-south- 
west, I had no intention to invite or wage controversy. Yet, I should 
have remembered that gladsomeness begets its 
own comuppance and that compliments are made 
only on pain of angry dissent. 


During his Christmas trip home, President 


Truman stopped at Vergne Dixon's chili parlor at 
1504-06 Olive street, Kansas City, and put himself 
outside a bowl of chili along with a scuttle of beer 
fetched from yonder, Mr. Dixon having no beer li- 
cense. It seems to me that some law got busted 
lere, but I am not for multiplying our president's 
troubles go I will only mutter in a low voice that 
the WCTU, which hollered murder when our 
troops got beer in Korea, certainly booted one.

I am afraid I carried on when I got going about chili con, for 


this delicatessen is downright spiritual with us who long since sat 
on the high stools as Mr. Truman did in Dixon's, and on $25 a 
week got by from pay-day to pay-day, well-fed and well-content. 
I wrote that chili con should be made with ground beef, beans, chili 
powder, tomatoes, onions and garlic, and seized an occasion to extol., 
by name the put-up chili and the chili beans and powder sold byw 
Gebhardt's of £1 Paso. I had no inkling of the feeling among the 
devotees of the House of Gebhardt, who fell on me in numbers, by 
telegram and mail. Not only is Gebhardt's an ancient and honorable 
institution of San Antonio, but Gebhardt's meat is not ground but 
cooked so well that it comes undone, releasing its juices among the 
beans. Then, too, I ran afoul of the devotees of Wolfe's chili con 
and related products, which actually are made in El Paso. Mrs. 
Louis Messolonghites, of New York, the former Bernice Brown, of 
Wichita Falls', Tex., sometimes cooks her own but, for the boughten 
goods out of cans, throws in with Wolfe's. 


I got a letter from a man laid 


up with a broken leg, Thomas 
Hall, of Kansas City. Those shut- 
in jobs are hair-trigger letter- 
writers. 


"There are," he wrote, 
"no 


onions or tomatoes in chili con. 
Likewise no potatoes, ochra, corn 
nor other vegetables except dark 
beans and garlic. 
Lying here 


with little to do I phone Vergne 
Dixon, who says he doesn't even 
use garlic." 


I telegraphed Mr. Dixon for bis 


recipe and he wire back: "Have 
been established-32 years in same 
location. 
Use neither tomatoes 


nor onions, we use no garlic ow- 
ing to various tastes of custom- 
ers. 
We buy California pink 


beans and cook separate from 
meat. Meat is cooked in steam 
cookers and we use ground chuck. 
We use no chili powder. 
Our 


spices 
come from 
James H, 


Forbes and Co. We mix them 
ourselves. Various types? of chili 
are served in various localities, 
but our type is served in Kansas 
City. If you are ever in K. C. 
would like to have you visit us."

native of Texas, when asked to 
indorse a brand of chili made in 
Texas, replied that the one way 
to improve Texas chili would be 
to make it of Colorado beef and 
Colorado pinto beans.

Lions Speaker 
Says Taxation 
May Ruin U.S. 


"Your children and mine don't 


have a 50-50 chance of growing 
up in the same free country as 
their fathers unless we do some- 
thing about it," exclaimed Howard 
C. Smith, United States Chamber 
of Commerce member speaking1 
Tuesday before the Dixon Cham- 
ber of Commerce and the Lions 
club. 


Smith charged that indecision 


and an ever-growing tax burden 
are ruining the country. He stated, 
"Our control of the government is 
being usurped into a program- of 
taxation to the point of destruc- 
tion." 


He Blames Taxes 


Smith blamed the ever-growing 


taxation partially on the people 
who want "security" furnished by 
the federal government. "Security 
is easy," Smith said. "You can 
have it on the state or federal 
level depending on what kind of'a 
crime you want to commit. The 
food is slightly better at federal 
prisons." 


The speaker urged Chamber and 


Lions club members to meet to- 
gether to decide the right course 
the government should take in 
national and international affairs 
then influence the house and sen- 
ate committees who decide policy. 
He added it is not enough to write 
individual representatives or sen- 
ators. 


That U. S. Payroll 


According to Smith, 30 years 


ago there were 250 bureaus and 
agencies in Washington employing 
570,000 people while today there 
are 1,830 bureaus with 2,100,000 
employes. Their payroll will be 
$7,000,000,000 with 50,000 new 
jobs opening. Smith said, "You 
share the cost and make up the 
payroll." 


"The administration is partly at 


fault with its scheme for a con- 
troled economy but the rest of the 
blame is in the laps of the Ameri- 
can people who want services from 
the federal government. You don't 
get nothing for nothing," Smith 
proclaimed. 


He added with increased tax- 


ation and a freeze on prices and 
wages "there won't be enough 
take home pay to set a decent 
table." 
- 


Fighting the Isms 


According to Smith the nation' 


has been in constant turmoil since 
1916 fighting "three little letters 
—ISM, imperialism, 
fascism-, 


Nazism, 
Communism, socialism. 


To these must be- added the two 
with us today, centralism and 
ruinism," Smith said. 


He pointed out the 81st congress 


did not enact a socialistic program 
and the 82nd congress may run 
the country instead of the presi- 
dent. "If the 531 heads of congress 
are better than the head of the 
president 
then the 
150,000,000 


leads of the nation's people should 
be used to help congress make its 
decisions." 
' 


Smith, who was present recent- 


ly at a high-level policy talk in the 
Pentagon, pointed out statements 
made then which since have been 
changed to point out the in- 
decisiveness of national leaders. 
"The answer to these problems is 
not in Washington," he concluded, 
but with each of us in cities like 
Dixon throughout the country." 


Market Credit 
Curbs Tightened 


Washington, Jan. 17—(AP) — 


Credit curbs were tightened on 
stock market transactions today 
in a broadening of the govern- 
ment's anti-inflation campaign. 


The cash down payment re- 


quired on purchases or short sales 
of stock was upped from 50 to 75 
per cent of the price by a Federal 
Reserve Board order issued last 
night. 


That is stiffer than other credit 


curbs laid down since the Korean 
war began. Other controls require 
a top down payment of 50 per cent 
on houses, 33*3 per cent on auto- 
mobiles, and 25 per cent on most 
major household goods. 
"" • 


The board, however, apparently 


hopes its order will have a psycho- 
logical effect in restraining infla- 
tionary speculation outside* the 
stock market as well as in it. 


Officials had given no sign of 


feeling that excessive credit was 
a major factor in pushing up the 
volume of stock "market trading 
or the level of stock prices in re- 
cent months.

Educator Says 
Draft 18 Year 
Olds Immediately 


Washington, Jan. 
17—(AP)— 


An educational leader bucked sen- 
ate opposition today by backing 
the administration request to draft 
18 year olds into the fighting 
forces without restrictions. 


Karl T. Compton, chairman of 


the corporation of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology, urg- 
ed congress to adopt the universal 
military service and training pro- 
gram immediately. 


He further urged, some kind of 


service for those unable to meet 
physical and mental qualifications 
for military duty, in testimony be- 
fore the senate armed services pre- 
paredness subcommittee. 


Chairman Lyndon Johnson (D- 


Tex) 
of the preparedness group 


told Compton that defense offi- 
cials had conceded "it is unneces- 
sary to take a single 18 year old 
to reach an armed force of three 
or three and a half million." 


Johnson said the present draft 


act pool of men from 19 through

The commission is a group of 


line legislators and businessmen 
who've been studying ways of 
"iving better service at less cost 
n the state government's execu- 
tive branch, including the Con- 
servation department. 


Combine Agencies 


They say all agencies of the 


state concerned with natural re- 
sources should be lumped into one: 
A department of 
Natural 
Re- 


sources and Conservation. 


That means the present depart- 


ment would get these additions 
stitched to it: 


The division of 
Parks and 


Memorials with its 
62 state 


parks and park wild life reser- 
vations. 


Three agencies which do re- 


search on water, geology and 
natural history (wild life) In the 
state. 


The division of Waterways 


which would administer stream 
and drainage laws, excepting 
water pollution. 
Schaefcr 
commissioners 
said 


putting all 
these agencies 
to- 


gether in the department would 
cut out inter-agency conflicts and 
tie the water, geology and natural 
history research groups closer to 
their actual wok. 


Legislators may not approve of 


all this cutting and stitching. 


Neither may state game au- 


thorities, sportsmen's organiza- 
tion* and th* ether department* 


which would have divisions sliced 
from them. 


Another Suggestion 


For example, some sportsmen, 


particular fishermen, may voice 
opposition because water pollution 
control wouldn't be under the pro- 
posed waterways 
division. The 


Schaeffer Commission says that 
power should be used only by the 
health department. 


Another group—the Illinois Fed- 


eration of Sportsmen's Clubs — 
may miss one piece of surgery 
which the Schaefer commissioners 
didn't suggest. The Federation 
wants to put a fish and game 
commission in charge of the Con- 
servation 
department — and to 


make the director a secretary un- 
der the commission. 


An incidental item: the depart- 


ment has been able to boast that 
nearly all of its game and fish 
activities are supported by the 
fees it collects 
from 
hunters, 


fishers and trappers. 


The addition of five agencies to 


support would makt it hard if not 
impossible to maintain that boast. 


However, other observers point 


out that park 
properties under 


control of the department might 
provide more public hunting and 
fishing areas which would stim- 
ulate the sale of licenses.

Bribe Attempt 
Reported by 
CoUege Cagers 


New York, Jan. 17—(AP)—An 


attempt to "fix" Tuesday night's 
DePaul-Manhattan college basket- 
ball game disclosed today a gam- 
bung scandal and led to the arrest 
of two former Manhattan players 
accused of "throwing" games last 
year. 


The honesty of Manhattan's 


center, Julius Kellogg, 23, of 
Portsmouth, Va., in reporting the 
latest bribe attempt, unearthed 
the scandal. 


Kellogg said he was offered 


$1,000 a gam« by bribers and was 
told that other players in New 
York and other cities were "doing 
the same thing." 


Assistant District Attorney Ed- 


ward F. Breslin of the Bronx, said 
the two former players and three 
other men accused as "fixers" 
were arrested on charges of con- 
spiracy and bribery. 


He identified the former players 


as Henry E. Poppe, 24, and John 
A. Byrnes, who were co-captains 
of the team. Poppe was a guard 
and Byrnes a forward. 


Breslin said they "dumped sev- 


eral games and each received a 
total of $5,000." 


The men arrested with 
the 


players were Irving Schwartz- 
berg, 36; his brother, Benjamin, 
35, and Cornelius Kelleher, 35, all 
of New York.

Urbana, HI., Jan. 17—(AP) — 


•Economy-minded home designers 
today came up with a fresh idea 
for planning a house. It is called 
the "unit planning" system. 


You select plans for the house 


••ection by section, and then put 
the parts together. 


The idea uas developed by the 


small homes council of the Uni- 
versity of Illinois. The council 
worked on the 
project for 18 


months with these aims in mind: 


Most for Money 


"To help the home owner get 


the most for his money by elimi- 
nating waste space in the house, 
waste in the use of materials and 
waste in the use of labor. 


"To make it possible for the 


home owner to build a house 


which fits his family and site "yet 
does not look like the house next 
door. 


The council turned the trick by 


working out a series of plans for 
units in a house. There are four 
basic units: 1. Thf> living-dining 
area unit; 2. The work area unit 
(kitchen and additional room for 
heating and iaunaiy equipment), 
3. The sleeping unit (one to three 
bedrooms, plus bathroom); and 
4. If wanted, a garage. 


The council has prepared plans 


for units of a number of shapes— 
square, oblong, L-shaped—siaes. 
The plans are standardized. 


Different Combinations

The council is issuing a new 


booklet describing the unit plan- 
ning system. It shows how units 
can be combined—something like 
blocks—into 28 different houses. 


The council says more different 


combinations are possible. To get 
even more variety in appearance, 
the home owner can choose Irom 
an assortment of exterior and in- 
tenor materials, roof types and 
windows. 


The plans call for simplified 


construction methods to save time 
and material. 


"This is done," the booklet sets 


forth, "by establishing a unit of 
measurement called a module. The 
basic unit is four inches. If the 
dimensions of a house and of build- 
ing materials are each divisible 
by four inches, or multiples of four 
inches, the two—house and mate- 
rials—fit together better than if 
dimensions are unrelated." 


Minimum of Work 


With modular design, the coun- 


cil says, the materials can be put 
into a house with a minimum- of 
cutting and fitting. Lumber can 
be pre-cut. Roof trusses, wall 
panels and other sections can be 
put together on the ground. 


The plans are for one story 


houses without basements. 


The study was made on a grant 


from the Lumber Dealers Research 
Council, an organization of retail 
lumber dealers. This organization 
plans to put working drawings of 
the plans on sale soon at lumber 
yards around the nation. The pros- 
pective home owner and his archi- 
tect can take it from there.

America's proposed military budg- 
et is one of near stupefaction at 
its magnitude, but as yet there is 
no indication of how it affects the 
quarter in which we are most in- 
terested—the Moscow Kremlin. 


Having pushed us into this 


mountainous pioject, just what 
does Marshal Stalin think about 
it? Apropos of this the London 
Evening Star (liberal) says the 
figures "are so colossal that the 
mind is stunned," and it adds: 


"The two facts which should be 


remembered about the biggest of 
all peace-time budgets are that 
the money must be found by the 
American taxpayer, and that at a 
word from Stalin it need never be 
spent at all." 


True Appraisal 


That's a true appraisal, and it's 


what gripes the average citizen 
who must foot the bill. The yofmg 
man of the current generation 
knows that his way of life for the 
rest of his years, and probably his 
children's entire lives, will be af- 
fected. And he charges his ills 
against an aggressive Communism 
which is manipulated by the all 
powerful dictator in the Kremlin— 
Stalin. 


And just as this Herculean ges- 


ture has given fresh confidence to 
the Democracies which are bat- 


tling Communism, so must it have 
handed the Kremlin a solid jolt 
to see us displaying such economic 
strength. Stalin may well have 
done himself a disservice by forc- 
ing America to adopt such an un- 
precedented course. 


Not the Whole Story 


However, that's not the whole 


stoiy; we shouldn't let ourselves 
get to feeling smug. We must re- 
member that one of Moscow's chief 
methods of softening up nations so 
that Communism can take them 
over is to disrupt them- economical- 
ly. A country which is hard-up is 
far easier picking. 


Look 
wherever 
you will 
in 


Europe, Asia or the Western hemi- 
sphere, and you will find the Com- 
munist parties devoting much of 
then energy to disrupting industry 
and causing other damage calcu- 
lated to weaken the economic 
structure. Plenty of it has been 
going on in the United States. 


So Marshal Stalin is bound to 


get some satisfaction out of forc- 
ing America to extend itself so 
much. Still, he ij bound to recog- 
nize that while he has thrust a 
colossal financial task on us, yet 
he can't break us. 


There is no reason to suppose 


that this will impel the marshal 
to alter greatly Bolshevism's me- 
thods of carrying cut its world 
revolution, but it might force him 
to act with more "caution.
